At what was known as the Red Boil|iog 
Newburgh Road, John B. C. Bhorey Kras 
b-jrn October C.otb, 1830. When he was a 
year and a half old bis father moved to 
Napanee.

Benn, Riobmond; Misses 
Clara and Emma, at home; P. D. Bhorey’ 
W. D. M. Bhorey, Newbnrgb; and J. E. 
at Canifton. Ahont two years ago be 
showed signs of failing health; In Jsnq- 
ary he became worse; Dr, Boeman pro- 
imuncing the disease anemia. From a 
'^.^ere aitkck at Easter be rallied for a 
t’me, but then grkdiially grew worse. He 
bud been cutillced to hia bed for the last 
two moLths until death ended his suffer¬ 
ings on i<unday lust, Oct. Otb, PJ04. In 
religion be was a Methodist, in politics a 
staunch liberal. The funeral took place 
on Tuesday at the Methodist church, a 
large concourse of friends gathering to pay 
their last respects to an esteemed oiti/.sn 
Rev. .f. F. Mears preached on “ The 
Pilgrimage of Life.” The choir sang 
‘‘ Rock of Ages ” ao an anthem. The pall¬ 
bearers wore hia three sons.

GAS EXPLOSION. 


FOUR PERSONS INJURED. 


And Building Badly Wrecked—The 
Fire Which Was Created Quickly 
Extinguished By The Firemen. 

Saturday morning about 11.30 o'clock 
tha people in the vicinity cf the Campbell 
House were startled by a terribu explosion, 
which injured four people and wrecked 
that part of the buildiug in which-the 
explosion occurred. 

Mr. Thoa. AndcrEon and Mr. Geo. 
Mabbctt wuco engaged in putting fresh 
carbide in the acet>ler ]0 gas mochine. The 
carbide id put in at the tup and they neglect¬ 
ed oloaiog tite water valves. As soon as 
the oaibl te came in contact with the water 
gas was gent-ruted, and the room was soon 
full of gas. Directly over bead was the 
laundry room ami it is thought some of 
the gas escaped into this room, and ooining 
in contact with the beat from the stove, 
caused tha explosion. 

An eye witness, who was within one 
hundred yards of the building when .the 
explosion ooourred, says the roof of the 
buildiug was blown up about a foot and a 
half. The interior of the room and laundry 
room was completely wrecked. 

Assistance was quickly at hand and 
Mabbett and Andorsun extricated from the 
rains. Mabbett was' badly burned about 
the face and neck, as was also bis hands. 

Mr. Andcr.son was not uo fortunate.

He married Hannah,daughter of Stephen 
Card, of the township of Camden, who 
died seven years ago. They raised a family 
of eight boys and one girl, namely ; Henry 
Charles and Lester of Napanee, John, of 
Rowland. Man., and Dr. E. N. Wagar, of 
Bijon Hills, South Dakota, and Mary, 
wife of William Benn of Morven, and 
Michael, who is reeve of the towD:;bip. 
Robert and William died a Jaw years ago 
Ho also leaves thirty-six grand-obildren, 
and thirty-eight great grand (^Idren, all 
living. In politics he was a lmli||l. Al- 
ibougb not connected with any ebatob, he 
was a firm believer in Christ, and spent a 
great many of bis later days in reading the 
bible. The funeral service was conducted 
at the house by the Rev. Mr. Caldwail, 
Presbyterian miuieter of Bath, assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Mr. Thomas, Methodist minister 
of Conway, on Monday, Ootober 3rd. 
Afterwards the body was placed iu the 
vault, a large number atteuding to pay 
their last tribute of respect. The friends 
have the sympathy of the commji;n;ty in 
tbeir bereavement.

GLASS-BOTTOMED BOATS. 

How They May be Utilized for 
Saving Life. 

The writer recently met a gentle¬ 
man who had spent many years of 
his life along the Pacific coast, and 
during the conver.satlon he referred to 
the glass-bottomed hout.s which are 
in constant use there at the varlou.s 
ocean re.sort.s. He staled that they 
had been ii.sirvinionlal in saving hun¬ 
dreds of Lves. and that if one or 
two were stationed at every sea.sidc 
resort in England ami on the Con¬ 
tinent the nuniher of drowning fata¬ 
lities would be greatly le.ssened. 

"These hoal.s," he said, "arc sim¬ 
ply built and very inexpensive. In 
build the boat is similar to an or¬ 
dinary craft, with the exception t'hut 
at the bottom a square of glass take.s 
the place of the timber, and through 
this everything in the water is di.s- 
cernable to a great depth. I have 
been juesent on inmunerable occasions 
when a glass-bottomed boat ha.s been 
the means of indicating the exact 
spot where a bather has sunk, and 
thus enabled a diver to bring up the 
body without delay. 'I'hen. when 
prompt measures have been taken 
and resuscitation exercises applied, 
the life has been saved. 

"I remember one instance last sum¬ 
mer when a small boy who vvas row¬ 
ing about in one of thobo glus.s-bot- 
tomt?d boats was the means of sav¬ 
ing a child’s life. It wa.s on the 
Mississippi, and a youngster had fal¬ 
len off a pleasure steamer. 'I’he child 
tl'.revv up his arms, vvas carried down 
the stream for about twei.ty feet, and 
then disuj)pean*d. A number of 
small boats put oH from shore while 
the st(*anier vvas 'Iiov'e to. but the 
pn*cious seconds passed, and no one 
eeenu'fl able to locate the spot whore 
THE CHILD HAD SUNK. 

"Then a you.ng lad euinc along in 
a gla.ss-bottoined boat and almost 
ir'ix..ie(llately shouted out that he 
c( 'lid see the body through the floor 
of nis craft. Several young men 
from the .steamer had jv.mped in the 
river to see if they could Ptscue the 
child, ai.d when the spot was pointed 
out by the lad one of them instantly 
dived unii returned to the surface 
Willi the apparently lifeless body.

Put crushed berries between the lay¬ 
ers and whole berries on top as bo- 
torc. 

Lemon Jcll.V-— One-half box of gela¬ 
tine, one-hnlf cup of cold water, two 
cups of boiling water, one cup of 
sugar, juice of three lemons, and 
three scrapings of the rind. Put the 
gelatine into cokl water and soak 
one hour. Put the boiling water, 
the sugar, and the scrapings of the 
peel on the fire and stir till tue sug¬ 
ar dissolves. Take it off and stir 
in the gelatine, and mix till this, 
too, dissolves. When it Is partly 
cool turn in the lemon juice and 
.strain through a flannel bag dipped 
in water and squeezed dry. Put In 
n pretty mold. By way of variety 
apple juice may be used instead of 
the two cups of water, and only one 
lemon. The juice from apples boil¬ 
ed and strained as for jelly. Apple 
parings are quite as good as the 
whole fruit. 

Homemade Wedding Cuke.—Dissolve 
a large teaspoonful of soda in two 
tablespoonfuls of warm water and 
add it to half a pint of thick sour 
cream. Beat well, then turn into u 
bowl in which you have blended half 
a pint of brown sugar, half a cuii of 
butter, a table.spoonful each of cin¬ 
namon and allspice, uiul a teuspoon- 
fiil of grato.i nutmeg, with u cup of 
New' Orleans molasses. Add gradual¬ 
ly three and u half cups of sifted 
pastry flour. The batter should be 
quite thick mid stitt. Have ready 
u pound of raisins, stoned and halv¬ 
ed quarter of a pound each of sliced 
citron and cleaned quirants. an ounce 
of choI»r»ed lemon Iteel. Flour these 
Ingredients well and stir lightly^ir^o 
the butter, 'rum into a large ra^|d 
pan lined with greased paper ami 
linke in a very moderate oven an 
hour on a half. When perfectly cold 
remove from the imn and ice with a 
plain boiled frosting flavored with 
orange. Ix;t thi.s become hard and 
firm before adding the decoration.s, 
which are of frosting applied ihrougl^ 
a paper funnel.

ENGLISH ABMY BANDS. 

Government Allowance Inadequate 
to Keep Them Up. 

The threatoDwl cxtinctior^ of mili¬ 
tary bands—in the present form, at 
any rate—Is to bo deplored, if only 
for the reason that the big drum is 
the best recruiting agent that the 
army possesses, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette. It is undoubtedly the case 
that the inspiring crash of the brass 
and shrill whistling of the fifes ao 
company)ng a regiment on the inarch 
have done more to arouse martial en¬ 
thusiasm in the hoarta of the pro¬ 
spective soldiers than all the Govern¬ 
ment placards put together. The 
average aspirant for military glory 
reads the well-known “Free Kit” and 
remains calm; to hold out against the 
roil of the drum, however, is quite 
another thing. 

E'er a long time past the Pall Mall 
has looked with disfavor on military 
bands, niis has now culminated in 
the decision of the War Office to i.s- 
sue a new set of rules under which 
they are to ho maintained in future. 
These have occasioned consternation 
broadcast, for when they come into 
effect—somewhere about the end of 
July—it will bo found quite impos¬ 
sible to carry on the bands in any¬ 
thing like their present state of ef¬ 
ficiency. The principal reason for 
this is, first, because the numerical 
strength is to be cut down to u mere 
2l In each instance; and, secondly, be¬ 
cause the financial support hitherto 
accorded to a bund by the comml.s- 
sioned ranks is to bo withdrawn al¬ 
together. Accordingly, a regimental 
band will have to exist as best it 
may on its Government subsidy of 
LlfjO u year. When it is remembered 
that I'his works out at less than 
n week, the futility of the proceeding 
need.-^ no further laboring. 

Although the authorized “estab¬ 
lishment of u military band 'has 
for iiu;ny years past Weon 21, and it 
is for this number that instruments 
have bwn providtxl officially. It has 
been the practice of every regiment 
to add tj) this cohsiderably. The 
cost of doing so has been borne by 
the officers, all above the rank of 
subaltern contributing for the pur- 
j>o.se one day’s pay a month. It is 
tills system that the tmlhorities in 
T’all .Mall are now going to knock on 
tho head. Army bands in future are 
to be ronflucted in the "regulation” 
manner or not at all. "Phe latter 
contingency is the sure and certain 
fate of those belonging to practically 
all the "crack” coi)>s. Take the 
ca.so of tho Orenadier.s or Cold- 
streams, for examjde. Each main- 
^Ins—and rcciuires them for the 
proper dlsonnrgo of the calls made 
upon them—thirty-nine muslcinns, in 
addition to the afflciul twenty-one. 
W'ithout such aid it would be impos¬ 
sible to jiorform half the picc(>s In 
their programmes. Again, if they 
were not available, there would lie 
no one to take tho places of men 
temporarily off duty. At present a 
proportion of these “extras” are al¬ 
ways under training, and are drawn 
upon to fill up the constant vacancies 
due to discharges, etc.

The majority of i>eople cannot 
stand a cold bath, especially in the 
morning: besides, the phyaiciana who 
advocate cold baths are contradictory 
in their advice, for it means a very 
cold bath in tho winter and a hot 
bath in the summer (vide the difTer- 
cnce of temperature of water in the 
winter and summer). 

HOT WATER AND ICE. 

I have heard of these physicians 
advising people to add some hot 
water to the bath in the winter, but 
never heard of one advising the plac^ 
ing ol so many pounds of ice in the 
bath In the summer, so. as 1 have 
said, when they require a cold bath 
they have a warm one, and vice 
versa 

I quite agree with this high medi¬ 
cal autoority “that in periods of 
heat the pores of the skin get par¬ 
tially stopped up by perspiration, 
and therein lies an obvious danger 
' to health"; )aut cold water contracts 
j the pores, and is unable to dissolve 
; [ the fatty substance of the glands, 

: I What is required is a hot or warm 
I bath, which dilates the pores and 
i dissolves the fatty substance, and 
1 the skin is cleansed and purified; be- 
I sides, hot wuter dilates the small 
; 1 blood vessels in tho skin, and brings 
I the blood to tho surface, which in 
1 about an hour has a very cooling ef- 
'I feet. 

During hot w’eather, such as w’e 
‘ j have been having, it does not mat¬ 
ter, for there are no cold baths, the 
ordinary bath water being warm. 

SOMETIMES FATAL. 

In my humble opinion, which is 
founded on much practical scientific 
experience, cold baths are only a lux¬ 
ury, and should be only indulged in 
by tho«e who have had proper medi¬ 
cal advice; but moderately hot or 
warm baths are therapeutically use¬ 
ful and beneycial. 

I may say I regret medical men 
should disagree on such simple ques¬ 
tions, but I am always ready to 
Estate my reasons plainly. I have 
seen at least two deaths by the “cold 
tubbing craze" and 1 believ’c your lay 
readers could furnish you with many 
more. If 1 advise a cold bath, I lay 
down the directions that it shall be 
the .same temperature all the year 
round.

Bmploy, «. Prison Edi¬ 
tor, WboM Xhitj Zt Is to 
Go to Jail. 

The Oovernmsot of Japan hol^ a 
very tight rein on tl^ preaa. The 
Japanese press laws were modified in 
18^ and in 1900, but th^ are still 
< Jigorouai. The heads of the Army, 
Navy and State Departments are em¬ 
powered to prohibit the «imblication 
or sale of any paper which publishes 
news considered detrimental to the 
interests of the State. Any Item, 
considered to be contrary to the dig¬ 
nity of the throne or court, an at¬ 
tack on existing institutions, any¬ 
thing thought contrary to the public 
peace, bring the police to the news¬ 
paper office; often the plant is seized, 
and the editor—“the prison editor," 
who is paid to go to Jail—is impris¬ 
oned. The Journals have all to de¬ 
posit moneys—the amount varies 
witb the scope and influence of the 
paper—as sureties for their good be¬ 
haviour. The laws which govern 
them are remarkably severe. 

FINES AND IMPRISONME.\T. 
Among other things they provide 
fpr a series of fines and imprison¬ 
ment—the fines ranging from $2.50 to 
$250, the Imprisonment from one 
month to two years—for the publica¬ 
tion of ideas not approved by any of 
tho many censors. As a result izz>- 
prisonment for press offences is com¬ 
mon, and “the prison editor" has 
been installed in consequence in most 
newspaper offices. The real editor is 
on the books as a contributor. As a 
rule he knows how to convey a nK^an- 
ing without saying that which he im¬ 
plies. He knows just ‘how far to 
go, and keeps within the law as well 
as he can, and at the same time 
fulfils his functions as on editor. 
SAME B’OR FOREIGNERS. 

The foreign editor at the former 
treaty ports, though he does not 
maintain a “prison editor," is bound 
by the same regulatlon.s which govern 
the native writer. Before the abro¬ 
gation of the treaty privileges he 
was free to publish what he willed, 
but aince 1899 he has been subject to 
the same stringent laws which, to 
some extent, muzzle the press of 
Japan. Since the commencement of 
the war one foreign Journal, the 
Kobe Herald, has been fined for an 
Illegal infringement of the censor.'^hij). 
and others have been warneil. Many 
of the native papers have been fined. 
Some have been suppressed. 
BLACKMAILING PUBLICATIONS. 

It would bo better for the journal¬ 
ism of Japan if .some of tho papers 
now running were also supprc».sed. 
There are many veiy good journals 
published in the cities of Jupau, jiai’- 
ticularly in 'I’okio, Isaka. and Kobe, 
but there is also a few most seurri- 
lous paptus, whose main purpose is 
blackmail. These papers fill in their 
columns with exaggerations and vio¬ 
lent Txjrsonalitics, and their editors 
arc men who are ostraci.sed from .so¬ 
ciety in consequence. As u result 
the profession of jou.rnalism is not 
held In us good repute in .lapuu as 
it Should be. and the talented edi¬ 
tors of the sounder journals, whose 
powerful writing and good judgment 
is 80 beneficial t«) the vounlry at 
large, are burdened with the odium 
which attaches to the gutter pres.s. 
and tlrfeir profo.ssion is less honored 
in coAcquonce. 

•YELLOW JOURNALS. 

There are scores of "dailies" and 
"weeklies" Whose sole office i.s to ni>- 
pcal to the worst side of men's na¬ 
tures and to le\y blackmail on all 
t-iii’y cun. -me rietter papers nre sold 
ftu* one cent, and many for a ftirlh- 
ing; the monthly subscription late is 
from ten cents to fifty cents. The 
circulations vary very much.

Takarabi, of the Manshumaru, with

There \vah< no ne¬ 
cessity <or asking <iU(’8tions. Every¬ 
thing, to the most trivial detail, 
had bc*cn thought out and ‘pre-ar¬ 
ranged,: und every passenger knew 
exactly what to do."

No conversation l.s ad¬ 
dressed to them, and they work at 
tables with thoir ladies in waiting, 
with whom they chut, ns others do 
throughout the room, no further re¬ 
striction being imposed. 

And this in a land where but forty 
years ago the eyes of the Mikado's 
subjects could not look upon his 
face, and the imperial .j’ourt was ns 
securely safeguarded from the outer 
world as the sacred coniines of Lha¬ 
sa have been to the present time.

manently In a warm climate. Even 
when a cure appears to have been ef¬ 
fected the mucous membrane of ihe 
trorxhial tubes remains vulnerable, 
and very slight-causes will then bring 
about a return of the trouble. 

There is usually more or less cough 
accompanied by thick expectoration, 
especially in the morning. Some¬ 
times the cheat is sore, and coughing 
excites a rasping pain. 'The hrtvy 
cough, returning In repeated attacks 
and finally becoming almost constant, 
at least from early summer well on 
into the autumn, at lp.st causes 
dilatation of the air-cells in the 
lungs. I’hls condition—pulmonary 
emphysema, as it is called—induces a 
sort of asthma in which expiration is 
difficult, longer than oisual, and ac¬ 
companied by more or leas wheezing. 

There is usually little to do for 
chronic bronchitis in the way of 
drugs. 'The so-called expectorants or 
cough mixt\u'es are needed, as a rule, 
only when there is a fresAi cold 
caught on top of the chronic condi¬ 
tion. At such times the cough may 
become racking and incessant and call 
for quieting remedies. Cod-liver oil 
is almost always good for these pa¬ 
tients, unless it spoils the appetite. 
W'hcn it cannot be borne,—and when 
it can also,—the sufferer should eat 
plenty ot butter and use cream freely. 

When the patient is gouty, a not 
unusu^Ll contingency, an antigout re¬ 
gimen should be adopted.

Herpes is thought to be one of the 
skin diseases of purely nervous origin 
although some regard it as caused by 
microbes and believe it to be conta¬ 
gious. In some persons fever-blisters, 
or cold-sores, always come with a 
cold or a fever of any kind (hence the 
names given to the oniption), and 
they are so common in pneumonia as 
alniost to constitute one of the diag- 
no.stlc symptoms of that disease. 

Mopping a cold-sorc every ten or 
fifteen minutes with cologne water, or 
better, spirit of camphor, will dry it 
up quickly. After the scabs have 
formed, camphorated vaseline or *jnc 
ointment may be applied three or 
four times a day. Care should bs 
taken not plc*' blisters, oth¬ 

erwise they may be converted into 
troublesome and painful sores. 

If herpes occurs in frequent attacks 
the digestive system is probably at 
fault, and the family physician should 
be asked to set it right.-Yout'h's 
Companior.-.

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HOT 80 STIH IS OF OLD 

KING EDWARD’S COURT CERE¬ 
MONIES RELAX. 

Great Changes Have Come Over 
Royalty’s Attitude to 
Society. 

There is to bo observed a distinct 
diminution of many of the restric¬ 
tions and formalities which wore once 
so strictly observed in all social in¬ 
tercourse which tho sovereign and 
tho royal family had with tho rest of 
tho people of all ranks and classes 
say a a London letter. 

In spite of the extreme simplicity, 
almost, it may bo said, homeliness 
of court life in the earlier part of 
the Victorian reign, tho sovereign 
stood far more aloof from the vari¬ 
ous facial classes than is the case 
to-day. For many years only the 
leading members of the comparative¬ 
ly small aristocracy were admitted 
to anything like intimacy. 

The Dukes of Sutherland, Argjll, 
Beaufort, Rutland and a few other 
territorially influential peers of the 
realm were the only hosts whom the 
sovereign and princes visited. 

OF INFERIOR RANK. 

It is within tho memory of the ex¬ 
isting generation that the late Duc¬ 
hess of Cambridge lelt herself unaMe 
to accept the invitation of an im¬ 
portant peer, who was also an in¬ 
timate friend, because his rank was 
then below that of an Earl. On tho 
other hand, tho right of a Duke or 
Duchess to claim an audience of the 
sovereign was frequently exercised. 

With the enlargement of society, 
tho code of etiquette has been son.si- 
bly relaxed. In former years, for 
instance, not only royal invitations, 
but private invitations to meet mem¬ 
bers of the royal family ranked as 
commands, the only invitation which 
was allowed to excuse and even lo 
override tnat of any royal personage 1 
being one from the Speaker of the ! 
House of Commons issued to a I 
member of Parliament at an enrer- j 
tainmont to meet a prince or princess 
of the blood. 


A Thaory That Xa&y Ships Bavs 
Bssn Struck by 
Metsoritss. 

Tbs Mexican Herald recently print¬ 
ed an interesting account given by 
Mr. L. H. Winthrop of the fall of a 
large meteor about 5(k^ yards from a 
ship in the Indian Ocean. After de¬ 
scribing vividly the strange scene; the 
narrator expressed his belief that «of 
tho ships that disappear mysteriously 
many may be hit by falling meteors 
and sent to tho bottom. 

It is certain that a ship struck by 
a meteoric nmss as large as some 
which have fallen on land would be 
demolished suddenly. There is a me¬ 
teoric stone in South America esti¬ 
mated to weigh 80,000 pounds, one 
in Mexico oven larger, and Yale Col¬ 
lege has a mere fragment weighing 
1,740 pounds. A meteor estimated 
by astronomers to be a mile In dia¬ 
meter passed over Europe on the 
night of Aug. 18, 1788, and in 1803 
one of these celestial tramps burst 
over Nornmndy and scattered more 
than 2,000 fragments over three 
square leagues of ground. 

Just fifty years ago this month a 
very large meteor was seen over tho 
Eastern States. It burst iiito two 
pieces, one of which fell into the sea 
off Sandy Hook. In 1884 Captain 
Swart, of the Dutch barque “J. P. 
A.," reported the narrow escape of 
his vessel from destruction by a me¬ 
teoric stone. His log showarl that on 
March 19, in latitude 37.39 north and 
longitude 67 west, at about .6 p.m., 
a large meteor was seen lo break in¬ 
to two parts, one of which, having 
appearance of a ball of fire, fell to¬ 
ward tho sea. Judging that the ball 
would fall in the barquo’.s course. 
Captain Swart hove to under storm 
sails. .Scarcely had ho done so when 
the meteor fell close alongside, caus¬ 
ing great commotion of the water 
and cross sens, which 

WASHED OFF THE DECK. 

Tho heat from the fiery mass was in¬ 
tense for a moment, and blistered tho 
paint on the ship's side. The baro¬ 
meter for a few moments oscillated so 
violently that no reading could bo 
taken. 

Some fifteen or more years ago, I 
spoke of Capt. Swart’s report to an 
old Danish sailor in San Francisco, 
and was moved to tell mo of an 
experience of his own, for which, of 
course, there is only his Testimony, 
The old man had been mate of the 
barque “Antelope," which was burned 
at sea on a voyage from San Fran¬ 
cisco to Liverpool In 1806, and he 
had no log to show in verification of 
his tale. I give it substantially in 
his own words, from notes )nade at 
the time: 

"Wo wore bccalniod in the Pacific 
about nine or ten degrees north of 
tho equator and somewhere near 123 
west longitude. Tho 'Antelope' rolled 
like a log, the sails flapped against 
the masts, and made the only stir of 
air you could feel. It was tho sec¬ 
ond night of tho calm and tl i^p ort 
watch was on deck. 'Phe mooi^was 
shining clear, and as there was no¬ 
thing to keep a lookout for, except 
indications of a breeze, which didn’t 
seem likely to come along, the men 
were drowsing unefor the bulwarks 
and the man at 9hc wheel was snor¬ 
ing. 

I was leaning over tho rail, at 
about six bells, looking at a brigan¬ 
tine that had drifted into the cairn 
about three miles away on tho star¬ 
board quarter.

RLfurff Do Not All Show Pro- 
greia—National Debt 
XncroaiM. 

In the comparatively small space 
of 800 pages a Blue-book entitled 
the "Statistical Abstract of the 
United Kingdom," tells tho story in 
flgures of the nation's life for the 
last flfteen years. 

During that time the national re¬ 
venue has increased from 89 mil¬ 
lions to 141 millions, but the ex¬ 
penditure, unfortunately, has grown 
to an even greater extent, from 80 
millions to JL47 millions. 

The national debt, which fiftoen 
years ago was 688^ millions, fell 
steadily to 628 millions in 1898-9. 
Then the South African war began 
to affect It, and it had risen lo.st 
year to 762^ millions. 

The amount of income on which 
income tax was received has increas¬ 
ed from 587 millions to 008^ mil¬ 
lions, and the produce for each penny 
of tax from £2,238,130 to £2,635,- 
862. A remarkable feature of the re¬ 
turns is the sudden fall, in the rate 
of increase of profits from business 
concerns, professions, and cinploy- 
monts, known as schedule D. From 

1900- 1 to 1901-2 the income tax re¬ 
turns under this head increase by 
twenty-one millions, while fiom 

1901- 2 to 1902-3 the increase was 
only four millions. 

WORTH A MILLION. 

Last year estate duty was j»aid on 
62,108 properties of the total value 
of 264 millions, including seven es¬ 
tates worth over a million each. The 
jnet value of* property on which pro- 
ibate and succession were jmid was 
i211 millions. 

I The ‘sxtent of the nation’s thirst 
'may bo gathered from the fact that 
j la.st year fifty-one million gallon.s 
•of spirits and thirty-five and a half 
million barrels of beer were made, 
which means, rouglily, a barrel of 
beer and a gallon of spirits for 
every man, woman and child. 

Free Traders will rejoice in tho 
fact that wo bought from abroad 
642\ millions* worth of goods Inst 
year, and sold only 360 millions. We 
boojght £12 16s. Id. worth per head, 
and sold £6 17.s. 3(1. worth. In fin¬ 
ancing t'hi.s enormous trade only fifty- 
six million sovereigns anil twenty-two 
million pounds worth of .silver chang¬ 
ed hands. 

Our huge mercantile merino is made 
up of 10.330 .sailing vessels and 10,- 
122 steam vessels, with a total gross 
tonnage of 15.778,1)62, and they em¬ 
ploy 257,000 men, including foreign¬ 
ers. 

'Phe cultivated area of the United 
Kingdom is nearly forty-eight mil¬ 
lion acres, and there are In the 
country two million horses, eleven 
and a half million cattle, twenty-nine 
and a half million sheep, and four 
million pigs. Tho value of tlie sea 
fisheries last year, excluding salmon 
and shell fish, was nine million 
pounds, and tho total catch nearly 
eighteen million hundredweight. 

. HUGE RAll.WAY TR.\FFIC. 

The 22,433 miles of railway carried 
1,19.5,265 passengers and 413,697,- 
947 tons of goods and minerals. n'Ho 
total receipts were nearly 111 mil¬ 
lions, and the working expenditure 
sixty-eight and a half millions. 
Though there were onl.v 1.772 miles 
of tramways open, they carried 1.- 
681,948,655 passengers—considerably 
more than wore carried by the rail¬ 
ways.

We have the name "man of God" ap 
plied to Elisha. In I. Kings xlii., ii 
is used at least fourteen tiroes li 
reference to one whose name we knoe 
not. It is applied to Moses and t< 
others and to my mind Is a tith 
much to be coveted, or, rather, i 
thing much to bo desired—to b< 
wholly for God, In communion wlU 
Him always, set apart for Himself 
all His for His pleasure, hearing HU 
voice only and. doing His will, Hli 
messenger with His message. 

As Elisha passed to and fre 
through Shun(*m a woman of wealti 
suggested to her husband that the} 
should ^prepare a room In their houei 
for this holy man of God, who con¬ 
tinually passed by them, that h< 
might feel at liberty to turn in thi* 
thcr as often as he chose. This they 
did and furnished it with a bod, a 
table, a seat and a candle-stick, 
the man of God was wont to rSet 
himself there. W'hat a contrast evefi 
this, to our ;nind, humble room and 
scanty furniture to the stable whore 
our Lord was born or to the fact 
that He often had not where to lay 
His head. 

Elisha would fain recompense her 
for her kind care of him and asked 
her what he should do for her. but, 
her reply was to the effect that she 
needed nothing. Gehazi having called 
Elisha’s attention to tho fact that 
she had no child, Elisha assured her 
that in due time God would give her 
a son, and so it came to pass. It 
It was supernatural, something like 
the giving of Isaac to Sarah and 
Abraham; a real gift from God,, 
though iij a natural way. They had 
brightened Elisha’s life by this rest 
chamber, and now Go<J brightened 
their lives and home with this dear 
child, whom Ho spared to them till 
he was old enough to go with hia 
father to tho field, and then sudden¬ 
ly God took him. 

' Hi.s inoth<?r laid his little body on 
the bed of the man of God. shut the 
door and hurricjd as fast as aha 
could lo Mount Carmel to Elisha. 
The prophet, when he saw her com¬ 
ing, sent Gehazi to meet her and to 
inquire if it was well with herself 
and her husband and the child. Her 
reply was, "It is well." Yet she 
pressed on to Edisha and held him 
by the feet, nnd when Gehazi would 
have thrust her away Elisha forbade 
him, saying. ' 1-et her alone, for her 
soul Is vexed within her, and the 
Lord hath not lold me." Then she 
poured out her soul in these words: 
"Did I desire a .son of my Lord? Did 
I not say, 'Do not deceive me?' " 
Elisha. seeing that the child was 
dead, s(jnt Gehazi with his (Elisha's) 
staff to lay it on the face of tho 
child, but the mother said to him as 
he had said to Ellijah, “As the Lord 
liveth and as thy soul liveth I 
will not leave thee" (verse 30), 
As in tho case of the poor widow, 
here is a real heartfelt need 
and desire with the consciousnoss of 
utter helplessness. Oh, for more of 
it, and of this desperate clinging 
with a persistence that takes no de¬ 
nial, the persis/tenco of Jacob, of 
Ruth, of Ittui, of Elisha and of this 
woman! See also our Lord’s own 
encouragement to be persistent in 
Luko xi, 8, 9; Isa. Ixii, 6, 7. 

Elisha hecids the heart cry of dis*. 
tress and hastens to the chambea 
where ho had often been refreshed, 
and he went in and shut the door 
upon them twain and prayed unto 
the Lord (verse 33).

.'\t any ball “to meet” the heir to 
the throne and his consort, unless by 
special request, dancing would not 
commence until their arrival, and if 
any Princess took part in a round 
dance no ather couple attempted to 
occupy the floor at the same time. 

JEWELLERY NOT ACCEPTED. 

Should an occasion arise for any 
private individual to offer a present 
to any princess of the blood, it 
would be considered the height of in¬ 
decorum for the gift to take the 
form of any jewellery. At the opera 
or theatre no weil-bred person would 
direct an opera glass toward th.s 
royal box, or, however Intimate, ven¬ 
ture to ask to be received during an 
entr’a* t unless spetiall/ suiTimruicd. 
F.ven the envoy or ropresontativ* of 
royalty was formerly treated wltti 
more ceremony than obtains to-day; 
at a funeral service, for instance, the 
court ofticial representing the sov¬ 
ereign would invariably occupy a pew 
by himself. 

Certain military traditions have 
also fallen into abeyance. In former 
years evt-n the junior princes and 
princesses were escorted to drawing¬ 
rooms and let^oes by detachments of 
Household Cavalry, 

It is only recently that two of the 
ITousohold regiments have adopted 
the practice of drinking the King’s 
health at me.ss, which they always 
studiously refrained from doing, as a 
sign that their loyally was beyond 
suspicion and roqiiircd no outward 
conrtrmntion. 

it was also con.sidcred irregular for 
any oflicer of whatever rank outside 
the royal family to lift his hat in 
returning the salute of a guard or 
individual soldier; while any armed 
party meeting a royal equippage 
would be ordered to form up anil 
and saluto the occupant. 

That changes in “the old order" 
should by some be regarderl witli re¬ 
gret as marking a growing laxity in 
the reverence juiid to the throne, is 
only natural. Yet the value and sig¬

Ac- 
eordingl3' he went to Bolton tAo next 
day and sought a warrant fui# the ar¬ 
rest of Longsmith. The magistrate, 
however, refused to grant if iiiioii such 
evidence, rasslng'ihrough ilie market 
place, he met Longsmilh and invited 
him to go to u imblie house to hear 
something he had to communicate to 
him.
